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As Trump visits 

Manila, his Putin 
remarks are still 
the talk of D.C. 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 
President Donald Trump’s lengthy 
Asia trip wound down as it began, 
with a visit meant to be centered 
on trade and North Korea shad- 
owed by questions about Russia. 

Trump, in Manila today, attend- 
ed the opening ceremonies of the 
Association for Southeast Asian 
Nations conference, which began 
with a group photo of the leaders. 
Later today Trump was slated to 
hold formal talks with President 
Rodrigo Duterte, who has over- 
seen a bloody drug war that has 
featured extrajudicial killings and 
fears of vigilante justice. 

But Trump remains dogged by 
things he has said, and has not 
said, about Russia. He tried to 
have it both ways Sunday on the 
issue of Russian interference, 
saying he believes the U.S. intel- 
ligence agencies when they say 
Russia meddled in the 2016 pres- 
idential election and also believes 
Russian President Vladimir Pu- 
tin is sincere in claiming that his 
country did not. 

“I believe that he feels that he 
and Russia did not meddle in the 
election,” Trump said of Putin at

They’re in your basement and 
your attic. They’re scuttling along 
floorboards and windowsills. 
They’ve turned your kitchen cab- 
inets into complex ecosystems, 
complete with scavengers and 
parasites, predators and prey. And 
there’s nothing you can do about it. 

That is the latest takeaway from 
Trautwein’s five-year, five-con- 
tinent effort to understand the 
creepy-crawly roommates with 
whom we share our homes. 

“We’ve been sampling houses all 
over the world, and it’s true glob- 
ally,” said the California Academy 
of Sciences entomologist. “Bugs 
don’t respect the limitations, the 
borders we’ve created. They just 
view our houses as extensions of 
their habitat.” 

Trautwein and her colleagues 
have sampled homes in bustling 
cities and rural villages in the 
United States, Australia, Japan, 
Peru and Sweden. 

In 2012 the team persuaded 50

Wilson said when she goes out she 
expects “a decent amount of public 
parking to be available, especially in 
Omaha, where public transit is rath- 
er limited.” But she says the Black- 
stone parking situation forces her 
into a Lyft or Uber car. 

Many Omahans share her ex- 
pectation of abundant nearby 
parking, but city planning experts 
and Blackstone’s developers ar- 
gue that the area has more of a 
parking perception problem than 
an actual shortage. They say that 
as Omaha grows, the parking sit- 
uation in more places is going to 
look a lot more like Blackstone’s
